E it known to thoſe whom it may concern, that his Majeſty the 
King of Great Britain, and his Serene Highneſs he Landgrave, 
of Heſſe Darmſtadt, in conſideration of the ria ties which 'unite 
their intereſts ; and having judged that, in the preſem ſituation of 
affairs, it would contribute tothe-reciprocal welfare of Great Bri- 
ain, and of the dominions of Heſſe Darmſtadt, to cement and. 
ſtrengthen, by a new treaty of alliance, the connexion which ſube, 
iſts between them; his Britannic Majeſty, in order io regulate the 
object relative to this, treaty, has thought proper to nominate. 
harles Crauturd, his envoy at the Imperial and toyal armies 5, 
nd his Serene Highneſs has nominated, on his part, for the fame 
purpoſe, the. Baron Charles of Barckhaus, his privy counſellor: 
nd direct ur of the council of War; who, being furniſhed with 
e neceſſary full powers, have agreed to take for baſis of the! pres, 
ent treaty, the one formerly concluded between Great Britain 
nd Heſſe, the 5th of October, 1793, to adopt ſuch parts of it as 
nay be applicable to the preſent circumſtances, or to ſettle, by 
w articles, thoſe points which it may be neceſſary to regulate 
herwiſe: and as it is not poſſible to ſpecify each particular caſe, 
ery thing which ſhall not appear to be determined in à preciſe 
danner, either in the preſent treaty or in the former treaty, ſhall be

Serene Highneſs wiſhing for nothing more than to give his Ma- 
jeſty this, freſh proof of his attachment, engages, by virtue of this 
_ article, to ſet on foot three ! of infantry, fortiogh body 
of two thouſand two hundred and eighty-four men, according to 
the annexed ſpecification ; theſe troops ſhall be ready to pals in 
review before his Britannjc Majeſty's commiſſioners the 14th day

Letter from the Extraordinary Deputics of the French commercial 
Towns to the Miniſter of the Finances, 


you have deſired, Citizen Miniſter, that we ſhould give you 
our opinion on the utility of banks in general, and on the 
poſſibility of eſtabliſhing one at this time in France. 

All private banks, like any other copartnerſhip of a few indi- 
viduals, depend ſolely upon the perſonal credit of thoſe who form 
them, and are neceſſarily circumſcribed both in their object and 
in their operations. We have therefore conſidered theſe queſtions 
only as they relate to an eſtabliſhment in ſome degree national, 
which, by its extent, might render important ſervices to com- 
merce, give facility to the application ot the reſources of govern- 
2 and afford all the advantages which ought to be expected 

rom it. 

The circumſtances under which ſuch eſtabliſhments are formed, 
mult always have an influence upon the mode of their organiza- 
tion, and that ſyſtem which might appear proper to be followed 
in our preſent ſituation,” would not perhaps offer the ſame advan- 
tages at a more diſtant period, even though the propoſed meaſure 
of creating a bank ſhould now be thought proper to be adopted. — 
This conlideration has determined us to direct our attention ſolely 
to the probability of the ſucceſs to be expected in eſtabliſhing a 
very extenſive national bank. 3 

It ought firſt to be obſerved, that there are two kinds of banks ; 
banks which are merely depots, and banks of circulation. 

he former are merely the caſhiers of the merchants, who 
place their money in them, and who draw upon them for their 
payments, Theſe banks facilitate mercantile tranſactions, by 
accelerating the payments of creditors ; but far from augmenting 
the maſs of the circulating medium, they tend to concentrate it in 
a few hands; and, under this view of the ſubje&, it cannot be 
Wiſhed that a bank of this kind ſhould be eſtabliſhed. | 
Vor. VI. C C.irculating 
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Circulating banks, on the contrary, act upon their own credit. 


They ſupply the want of ſpecie by iſſuing a paper which ſerves as | = 


its repreſentative, and which public confidence allows to be taken 
in payments. Their capitals are known, their tranſactions are 
public, each individual may appreciate the extent of their re- 
ſources, the nature of their engagements, and found his confi- 
dence upon the knowledge of the real guarantee which they offer 
him. 

Great eſtabliſhments of this kind have often aſſiſted governments 
in their preſſing wants; they have favoured the operations of com- 
merce, and they have facilitated great enterpriſes. It is therefore 
to the conſideration of the utility and the poſſibility of ſuch an 
eſtabliſhment, that we wiſh to direct your attention. 

The general queſtion of the utility of banks to commerce has 


often been warmly agitated, but has not always received the ſame 


tolution. 

Circulating banks being the means of extending that credit by 
which trade is vivified, it cannot be denied that they are ſo far 
uſeful. But when it is conſidered that all governments have abuſed 
the facility they poſſeſs of drawing upon the banks, the indepen- 
dence of which they have guarantied ; that they have frequently 
by the abuſe of power received private fortunes, and given deep 
wounds to public credit ; it muſt be confeſſed that banks have alſo 
their inconveniences, and that they have not always proved advan- 
tagcous. 5 

A circulating bank cannot be eſtabliſhed independent of public 
confidence. Lis profits conſiſting in the advantage of a growing 
eapital-procured by iſſues of bills or notes, credit is the only baſis 
of its proſperity, | h 

Confidence ariſes from a variety of circumſtances which muſt 
all concur to eſtabliſh it, and the abſence of only one of them 


_ weakens the favourable impreſſion which the union of all the 


others might be able to make. 
The property of the debtor, the notoriety of his ability to pay, 
his prudence in his enterpriſes, the ſtate of legiſlation with regard 


to the protection and ſecurity of property, may be conſidered ay 


among the principal baſes, of public confidence. Any bank which 
might be formed under the direction of the moſt virtuous, the 
moſt enlightened, and the moſt wealthy men, would certainly fail, 
if it did not poſſeſs a ſecurity capable of operating full conviction 
in every mind, that no power could in future ſeize upon its funds, 
nor break the contract ſubſiſting between it, the proprietors of its 
ſtock, and the public. 2 
There is in France a general repugnance to the idea of any 
great aſſociation, which, concentrating the property of many citi» 
Zens in the hands of a few individuals, accountable in ſome manner 


to the public for their management, would leave to the government

it, ing, that under the pretence of a ſimilar eſtabliſhment, ſo many

* thority of the exiſting laws. 
The aſſignats performed the function of a national bank, mort-

Long misfortunes make men ſuſpicious, ſometimes they render 
them unjuſt, and it would certainly be wrong to judge of future 
events by thoſe that are paſt ; but the experience of good can alone 
deſtroy the impreſſion of evil. , | 

The prefent form of our government is doubtleſs ſuch as will 
prevent the return of a tyrannic legiſlation, which has annihilated 
commerce and the arts, becauſe it is the intereſt of a popular go- 
vernment to be juſt, that it may conciliate the public opinion, 
which is its principal ſtrength. We are, therefore, all bound to 
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await the reſult of its beneficent views; but the hope of the future 
will neither efface the remembrance of the paſt, nor the feeling of 
the preſent. The effects of anarchy bear ſtill heavy upon com- 
merce, which is now only riſing from its ruins. The capitaliſts 
are diſſipated or fled, our manufactories are ſhut up, and every 
mercantile relation has ceaſed. Continual changes in the mea- 
ſures of the legiſlature prevented any commercial undertaking, - 

The beſt-founded ſpeculations become abortive, — the 
laws which authoriſe them are altered before they can be realiſed. 
Much muſt be done before trade can be reſtored to its ancient 
energy. Time, and the operations of wiſe laws, can alone repair 
the evils it has ſuffered, | | 

When all the traces of the revolutionary ſyſtem ſhall be effaced, 
when commerce ſhall be emancipated from the fetters with which 
it is ſtill loaded, when the ſtability of the laws ſhall permit it to

while we laboured to diminiſh the number, they collected new 
ſtrength to make additional ſacrifices, if they had been found 
neceſſary. Happily, however, circumſtances, far from requiring 
more conſiderable ones during the courſe of this campaign, the 
ſplendid victories atchieved by the armies of the republic, and 
your paternal ſolicitude, have rendered them leſs numerous and 
leſs ſenſible, The Executive Directory is of opinion, that the 
moment, in ſhort, is arrived, when it is proper to fix definitively 
in metallic value the pay of the troops, and to re-eſtabliſh in the 
adminiſtration of a part of this pay, that order and economy which 
this mode of payment can alone produce, and which it is of ſo 
much importance to lay down, as well for the welfare of our 
brave brothers in arms, as to lay open that labyrinth of dilapi- 
dation and abuſe which can only be radically overthrown by a 
total change of ſyſtem, The Directory, therefore, propoſes to 
re- eſtabliſh the plan of maſſes nearly upon the ſame footing as they 
exilted before the war. In this view there is annexed a copy of a 
detailed memorial tranſmitted by the miniſter at war, as well as

Theſe ſoldiers, then, inſtead of a re- 
tired penſion, will enjoy the valuable advantage which they deſire 
lo ardently, of continuing to conſtitute a part of the effective army, 
and ſhall be paid the whole of the pay correſponding to their rank 
ſrom the moment, and for all the time, they ſhall be called to ſerve

This is the only method which the Directory can 
diſcover to reconcile in a proper manner the intereſt of the republic 
with what is due to its brave defenders, whoſe means of ſubſiſtence 
ought at no period to remain precarious. . It will be the duty of 
the legiſlative hody to judge of the changes proper to be introduced 
into this ſyſtem which the Executive Directory takes the liberty 
to propoſe, when upon a general peace circumſtances call on them 

to make a diſtribution of the milliard of national property ſolemnly 
promiſed, and which it reſerves to thoſe brave defenders of their 
country, who with ſo much glory and ſucceſs have founded and 
defended the republic againſt a hoſt of foes, and that hyUra of ene- 
mies, {till ſpringing up afreſh for its deſtruction.

THE news which you fend me are more and more conſoling. 
I learn by the two laſt couriers, that Baron Thugut has changed 
his language in ſpite of my myſterious air. We can no longer 
doubt of the aſſiſtance, ſince both the Empreſs and he have pro- 
miſed it; it appears alſo that Baron Thugut counts upon us, at 
dealt, if we may judge from the ſpeedy departure of General Colli, 
dy the obligation impoſed upon him to viſit our troops, and by the 
manner in which we have been called upon to recover our ter- 
ww every thing announces that we may already conſider them 
as allies, 


1hey no longer talk to us of ſacrifices. Have they abandoned 


3 he idea? I certainly may be too ſanguine, and therefore ſhalf 
od zot be confident till the treaty is ſigned upon the conditions 
be Ketched out in my laſt letter. 1 that you are veſted with fult

As for myſelf, as long as I am permitted to hope for the aſſiſtance 
ff the Emperor, I ſhall temporize reſpecting the propoſitions for 
peace which the French have made to me.

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PRECAUTIONS AGAINST INVASION. 


The following is the Subſtance of the Inflrudtions relative to the Baggage 
and Marches of the Army, 7 caſe the Enemy ſbould land in England, 
Jent to all Generals, and all Officers commanding Regiments, the latter 
End of Fanuary. 50 Wee 
THE ſervice on which the troops may be called will be of ſuch 
a nature while it laſts, that the uſual convenience of the field 
cannot be. allowed. All unneceſſary baggage mult be removed, 
No more than five waggons and three carts will be allowed to each 
regiment for every purpoſe.” All other carriages whatever will 
be ordered to a diſtance in the rear, and if at any time found 
near the army, will be ordered to be deſtroped. rs muſt 
prepare for moving in the lighteſt manner. The-baggage of each 
officer muſt be contained in a ſmall portmanteau. One tent will 
be allowed for ſixteen men. During the march every officer will 
remain with his diviſion, and never quit it on any account. No 
ſoldier to be permitted to leave his rank. The march muſt be ſa 
regulated, that the troops may advance three Engliſh mi ſes in un 
hour and à quarter. T he troops ſhould al ways conſider themſelves 
as if in the preſence of an enemy. The'line af march muſt never 
be lengthened, if it can be avoided. The proper cloſeneſs of the 
march, on all occaſions, is a point of the higheſt conſequence, - 
The troops muſt march on the greateſt front the roads or ovegtures 
will allow. The line of carriages muſt at no time ſtop, whatever 
accidents may happen to any individual one; but ſuch carriage muſt 
inſtantly be drawn on one fide, and repaired, if poſſible. The 
officers commanding the ſeveral diviſions of carriages will be 
anſwerable for the trick obſervance of this article, a failure of 


which might ſtop and endanger a whole army, -

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From the utiremitting zeal and ardour of the troops every ſuc- 
eeſs may be hoped for. In many ſituations our object will be, in 
ſtopping the progreſs of an enemy, if ſuperior in number, and en- 
deavouring to penetrate into the country, inſtead of keeping all 
our forces collected, to oppoſe him in front, to allot a part only 
for that purpoſe, and, by throwing the reſt in different bodies on 
his flank, and even in his rear, as he advances, to circumſcribe 
his movements, and, by unremitting attacks, to make his progreſs 
flow and uneaſy. This will not be difficult to attain, ſhould his 
march be confined to the great roads of the country, from the ex- 
tenſion of his columns, and as an attack any where would neceſ- 
ſarily make a ſtop every where. Should he endeavour to open 
parallel routes, and to march in ſeveral connected columns, this 
operation could be much retarded, would occaſion great delay 
in point of time, and give us great advantage in aſſembling and 
increaſing our numbers. 8 

In oppoſing the enemy in this manner, every thing will depend 
on the alertneſs of the troops, the lightneſs of their equipment, 
and their being freed from every incumbrance of baggage, cax- 
riages, or even a numerous artillery, It will depend on the na- 

ture of the ground, how far the cavalry can give ſupport on ſuch 
occaſions to the infantry ; but in general they will be deſtined to 
annoy and circumſcribe the flanks of the enemy's march. In car- 
rying on this kind of war, the troops would hardly ever be able 
to encamp, but when it was apparent. that the enemy, from ne- 
ceſſity, would be obliged to remain in ſome particular ſituation, 
or that we took np a ſituation that was to be maintained. For 
g this ſtate of action we muſt always be prepared, and though, while 
it laſts, exceedingly ſevere for the troops, muſt be more than 
equally diſtreſſing for the enemy, as his difficulty muſt increaſe 
i the further he advances into the country; and whenever he be- 
| comes obliged to eſtabliſh a chain of poſts to keep up his commu- 
| nication with the point from which he originally departed, ſuck 
poſts will certainly be forced and cut off, and he thereby reduced 
to the greateſt extremity, while the country open to our rear will 
afford us every help and aſſiſtance, and enable us, when he ar- 
1 rives at a certain point, and when it is judged proper with united 
and increaſed force, to attack and utterly defeat him.

Hs Majeſty the Emperor and King, in beholding the prodi- 
gious efforts of an enemy, who, according to his irreligious 
and artful ſyſtem, permits himſelf all poſſible means to enſure ſuc- 
ceſs, and conſidering the hazards attending the fate of arms, has 
always endeavoured to make the ſtates underſtand how impoſſible 
it would be for him, without the moſt efficacidus aſſiſtance of the 
whole empire, to reſiſt alone the danger which threatens the con- 
ſtitution of the Germanic body with its ruin, and the indivi- 
dual members of the empire with the entire loſs of their poſ- 
ſeſſions. f 

The exiſtence of this impending danger had plainly enough ma- 
nifeſted itſelf, when one of the moſt powerful ſtates of the empire 
abandoned the common cauſe, to conclude with the enemy a 
peace, which, as it is conjectured, contains ſecret conventions 
that cannot but be far from favourable to the integrity of the Ger- 
manic empire. "a 

Theſe apprehenſions and alarms gained an additional weight, 
when ſeveral Proteftant princes and ſtates of the empire, following 
the aforeſaid example, and, in the midſt of a war deliberated by one 
common accord, did not heſitate to ceaſe co-operating inthe detence 
of the- Germanic empire, their country, by acknowledging and 
admitting the line of demarcation and neutrality, The nget 
becoming greater every day, his Majeſty ſeveral times appri 
of it the ſtates of the empire, and, above all, the eccleſiaſtical 
ſtates : he ſtrove to perſuade them, that their farther exiſtence was 
threatened ; that there were forging ſecretly plans of ſeculariza-

#xerciſed in France! What feeling heart can, without ſhudder- 
ing with horror, think of the ſeignorial rights, the inſolenee and 
ſerocity of the receivers, the gabelles, the corvees, the tithes, the 
field:rents, and the code of laws relative to the chaſe, which one 
would'think to have been dictated by a cannibal, and which was 
diQated by a king? Finally, who can think upon thaſe days of 
deſolation, in which the cuhtivator was forced to abandon to vo- 
racious animals the fruits of his toils, and his- ſale reſource for 
bringing up his family? Yet what became of the treafures which 
tyranny inceſſantly wreſted from you? They ſeryed to _— 
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walls of thoſe baſtiles, where writers and ſages of all\.tinies, 
where the defenders of humanity, and the apoſtles of the impre - 
ſcriptible rights of nature, expired forgotten, or ſunk under the 
moſt frightful puniſhments : they ſerved to gorge. with wealth the. 
pontiff lumbering in voluptuouſneſs; to bribe: the fanatic prieſt, 
whoſe voice preached flavery, ſuperſtition, and impoſture ;, they 
ſerved to pay the iniquity of. magiſtrates, the inſolenee and ra» 
pacity of intendants ; to pay for contempt of the laws in the go.

privileged caſt were alone admitted. In one day the tribute of a 
province was diffipated ; the blood and ſweat of the people paid 
the expenſes of a royal banquet, and the moſt diſguſting orgies. 
The public impoſts were ſpent to ſatisfy: the extravagance and 
caprice of the court and its vile ſupporters, to pay the ſhameful 
complaifance of ſome royal courtefans ; benefices, the patrimony 
of the poor, were the prop of meanneſs, often of crimes, and 
almoſt always of vice. t it was not enough that the fruit of 
your painful toils nouriſhed your privileged _— how 
many times have you not ſeen-in the coffers of foreign powers 
the treaſures of France, and feeble kings, perfidious queens, and 
wicked miniſters, make the riches of the ſtate ſerve as a ſubſidy 
to the moſt cruel enemy of France! 

If ſo many ſcourges, if ſuch multiplied oppreſſions, if ſuch 
cruel outrages, live ſtill in your remembrance, ſay, if philo- 
ſophy, which diſſipated your too long blindneſs, ſay if the voice 
of the country, which reſounded in your ears, if the generous 
impulſe to which you abandoned yourſelves, if the immortal 
moment in which you broke the infamous chains with which you 
were loaded, have Joſt any part of their auguſt ſplendour, or if 
you could have believed that a day would come, in which your in- 
tentions and your courage would be calumniated, 

Then, citizens, you rendered to the revolution the homage of 


enthuſiaſm ; render to it now the homage of reaſon. Far be 


from you a culpable indifference. Creators of public liberty, 
preſerve: the indelible purity of your work.

2. French and Spaniſh brandy is only permitted to be imported 
by neutral ſhips in thoſe harbours which are ſpecifhed in the 
ukaſa of the 11th of December, 1784, and to which we add the 
ports of Liebau and Windau.

3. The duties on wine, oils, &c. ſhall be taken from the 
tariff of September 27, 1782, till a new one ſhall appear, and 
the duty on French brandy ſhall be regulated agreeably to the 
ukaſa of November 25, 1793.

Previſory Regulations for the Pruſſian Provinces fituate on the left 
Bank of 2 Rhine. 


Art. I. ON the 1ſt Germinal, of the fifth year of the repub- 
lic (March 21, 1797), all the French adminittra- 
tions, under what denomination ſoever they may have been or. 
ganized, ſhall entirely ceaſe their functions. In order to replace 
them, and examine their operations, there ſhall be created an in- 
termediate commiſſion of five members, one of whom ſhall be 
perpetual preſident; the commiſſion ſhall reſide at Bonn. 

II. The ancient conſtitutions, uſages, cuſtoms, laws, and 
contributions, ſhall be re-eſtabliſhed at the above-mentioned pe- 
riod, for the Pruſſian provinces on the left bank of the Rhine. 
Their magiſtracies, chambers of juſtice and finances, ſhall re- 
ſume, with full right, their functions. The clergy of all or. 
ders ſhall remain in the entire poſſeſſion of their property, and 
no wood ſhall, under any pretence, be felled, without a ſpecial 
and explanatory order from the commander in chief of the 
French army, called of the Sambre and Meuſe; be it however 
obſerved, that, until farther orders, the authority of the republic 
is the only one that ought to be acknowledged in the conquered 
countries.

III. The intermediate commiſſion ſtall appoint a commiſſioner 
with the Pruſſian adminiſtrations, whoſe functions ſhall be to 
watch over the execution of the orders given, either by the

O you the public repoſe and tranquillity is entruſted, You 
muſt make the laws reſpected, defend property, and maintain 
the public ſecurity. The Gifalpine republic 1s recognized by the 
powers of Europe, and even by the Emperor. It is a ſhame that 
the Italians for ſo many years ſhould have been dependant upon 
foreigners ; in future they ſhall be ſubject neither to the Germans, 
nor to the Spaniards, nor to the French, nor to any other power, 
We have not abuſed victory; we have fought and conquered 
Lombardy to make it free.

The gate of the 
barracks was forced, the garriſon defended itſelf: an officer of Pruſſian 
renadiers and four ſoldiers were wounded, and the attack failed. A truce 
or five hours was concluded, and in this interval freſh inſtructiong from 
the ſenate were expected. At nine o'clock a capitulation was agreed upon, 
ſtating that the garriſon ſhould quit the barracks, drums beating, and with all 
the honours of war, The capitulation was, in fact, carried into execution; 
but as ſoon as it was made public, a violent ferment broke out among the cti- 
" Zens aſſembled; a great number armed themſelves with all kinds of arms 
and appeared determined to make uſe of them. The prudent condudt of the 
Pruſſian major prevented all diſorder in this critical moment: he retired at 
ten o'clock with his detachment. A * armed populace afterwards 
- demanded permiſſion from the ſenate to drive away the Pruſſian garriſon 
which was ſtationed under the gates of the two ſuburbs; but this dem 
was refuſed, and it was only permitted to the burghers to guard the 7 
conjointly with the Pruſſians.

DICHEGRU appeared in the tribune, in the name of the com- 

miſſion directed to examine the meſſages of the 3 
pon the arrival of troops near Paris. The orator began wit 
ating, that the marching of theſe troops, whatever. their deſti - 
ation might be, was againſt all the rules of the military art: 
hat the 6th article of the conſtitution had been violated, inaſ- 
uch as Ferte Hanay is within the circle that the troops ought 
ever to infringe, without the authority of the legiſlative body. 
He declared that the Directory had no knowledge of the march- 
ng of the troops, and that the miniſter of war was equally igno- 
ant of the circumſtance. It appeared, by certain documents, 
hat it was by order of the miniſter of marine that the troops 
arched, „ declare,” ſaid Pichegru, © that attempts are

If ſuch unhappily is the ſpirit by which they are ſtill actuated, 
his Majeſty can neither heſitate as to the principles of his own 
conduct, nor doubt the ſentiments and determination of his peo- 
ple. He will not be wanting to them, and he is confident they 
will not be wanting to themſelves. He has an anxious, but a 
ſacred and indiſpenſable duty to fulfil: he will diſcharge it with 
reſolution, conſtancy, and firmneſs. Deeply as he muſt regret 
the continuance of a war, fo deſtructive in its progreſs, and fo 
burdenſome even in its ſucceſs, he knows the character of the brave 
people whoſe intereſts and honour are entruſted to him. Theſe it 
is the firſt object of his life to maintain: and he is convinced, 
that neither the reſources nor the ſpirit of his kingdoms will be 
found inadequate to this arduous conteſt, or unequal to the im- 
portance and value of the objects which are at ſtake. He truſts, 
that the favour of Providence, by which they have always hitherto 
been ſupported againſt all their enemies, will be ſtill extended to 
them ; and that, under this protection, his faithful ſubjects, by a 
reſolute and vigorous application of the means which they poſſeſs, 
will be enabled to vindicate the independence of their country, and 
to reſiſt with juſt indignation the aſſumed ſuperiority of an enemy, 
againſt whom they have fought with the courage, and ſueceſs, and 
glory of their anceſtors, and who aims at nothing leſs than to de- 
roy at once whatever has contributed to the proſperity and great- 
neſs of the Britiſh empire: all the channels of its induſtry, and all 
the ſources of its power; its ſecurity from abroad, its tranquillity

« With the copy of this draft, Mr. Jay gave Mr. Oſwald co- 
pics of the various reſolutions of Congreſs, which evinced their 
adherence to their independence. Thele papers Mr. Oſwald ſent 
by expreſs to London, and warmly recommended the iſſuing a new 
commitlion, to remove all further delay.“ | N 

Mr. Jay having aſterwards aſcertained that the Count de 
Vergennes had ſent a confidential agent to London, but whoſe 
journey was intended to have been a ſecret, for purpoſes evidently 
holtile to the intereſt of the United States, determined immedi- 
ately to counteract the project, by an agent on whom be could 
rely, to make to the court of London ſuch repreſentations as he 
thought the occaſion: demanded. He ſucceeded ; and in about two 
weeks Mr. Oſwald received a new commiſſion, in the form for 
which Mr, Jay had contended. 

Mr. Jay remarked, that, agreeably to the declaration of inde- 
pendence, the United States, as free and independent, had full 
power to levy war, conclude peace, contract alliances, &c. * that 
by the act ot confederation, the ſtyle of the confederacy was de- 
clared to be, THe UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, and by that 
at Congreſs were veſted with the] ſole and excluſive right and 
power of determining on peace and war, and of entering into 
treaties and alliances : . that ng of right, and in fact, free and 
independent ſtates, their repreſentatives in Congreſs granted a 
commiſſion to certain gentlemen, of whom Doctor Franklin and 
he were two, in their name to confer, treat, and conclude with 
ambaſſadors or commiſſioners, veſted with equal potvers, relating to 
the re-eſtabliſhing of peace, &c. But the firſt commiſſion to Mr. 
Oſwald was not equivalent: the United States were not named in 
it, nor their commiſſioners, who conſequently were not the perſons 
vith whom Mr. Oſwald was authorized to treat. And if the com- 
miſſioners had conſented to treat with Mr. Oſwald under ſucha com- 
miſſion, what would have been the condition of the people of the 
United States in the interval detween the commencement of the ne- 
gotiation and the concluſion of peace? They would have been not in- 
dende, 1 citizehs ; but, by our own acknowledgment, Bib ſub- . 
jects! Mr. Jay would not conſent to this degradation, after we 
had maintained our independence fix years, after we had eſta- 
liſhed it in fact, and after Congreſs had by firm and repeated re- 
ſclutions refuſed to treat with Great Britain, unleſs, as a prelimi- 
nary, the withdrew her fleets and armies, Gr elſe in pofitive and 
expreſs terms acknowledged the independence of the United States. At 
the ſame time Congreſs manifeſted their readineſs to attend to ſuch 
terms of peace as might conſiſt with the honour of independent na- 
lng: but the honour of an independent nation forbade their treating 
in a ſubordinats capacity, Even the dignity of France, who four 
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years before treated with us as an independent nation, tequind 
that we ſhould not degrade ourſelves when going to treat with 
her enemy. And why then ſhould her miniſters. deſire us to do it 
eſpecially when the treaty of defenſive alliance declazed the « of, 
ſential and direct end of it was, to maĩutiin effeually the liberty, 
ſovereignty, and indep ce, abſolute and unlimited, of the 
United States, as well in matters of government as of commerce.” 
There were ſeveral reaſons. The two parties, France and the 
United States, engaged not tg lay 'down their- arms until the inde. 
pendence of the United States ſhould be attained, Theexplicit 
acknowledgment of, their independence by Great Britain, would 
ſhow,, that for the eſſential ans: direcꝭ object of the alliance, there 
was no neceſſity of N the war. But ſince making this 
treaty of alliance with the United States, France had formed 
. other connexions, with whoſe views we had no concern, and for 
whoſe ſake we were not bound to poſtpone the offered peace. We 
have feen the explicit avowal of the King of France, that he en- 
_ tered into a treaty with the United States, with the view to pro- 
mote the fafety and intereſt of his kingdom and ſubjeQts, by di- 
miniſbing the power of England ; but in doing this, and eventu- 
ally facilitating our independence on Great Britain, it becdme 
apparent that there would be no objection to ous dependence on 
France, particularly in © leaving the King maſter of the terms ef 
the treaty of peace.” And to keep us thus far dependent, was 
mangfaſtly the object of certain meaſures of the Freneb court, cab 
culated: to deprive the United States of an immenſe, weſtern terti- 
tory; of the navigation of the Miflſippi ; and of the fiſheries, 
except on our awmcoaſt, A combination of facts and circumſtances 
leave no doubt of theSutentions of the Freneh court, as to the ob- 
jects above mentioned. I cannot undertake the lengthy detail 
and will only juſt mention, in fegard to territory, what was pro- 
poſed and urged / by one whoſe official ſtation rendered it impoſfibie 
to believe that he was expreſſing only his en ſentiments, : or that 
he was not acting by the direction of the French court. He pro-

As 
this could not be aſcertained beforchand,, we wiſhed to know 
whether the reſtraints then exerciſed by the Britiſh government 
nere conſidered as of a nature to juſtify a denial of thoſe rights 
which were pledged to us by our treaty with France ? Whether 
the orders had actually been given to capture the veſſels of the 
United States? and, if given, what were the preciſe terms of thoſe 
orders?

From the ſtyſe of Mr. Adet's complaint, of the Britiſh being 
ſuffered to arm In out ports, it might be imagined the inſtances 
were numerous. None were permitted: the agua! armaments 
were few; and are as old as the your 1793, and were repreſented 
by Mr. Genet to the ſecretary of ſtate. What anſwer (aſks Mr. 
Adet) did the government give to the repreſentations of the 
miniſter of the French republic in this reſpect ?

caſe of the T ruſty, Captain Hale, at Baltimore, the governor of 
Maryland, having been informed that he had been buying guns, 
had given orders to examine the fact; but ſhe got off before the 
officer could get on board, having cleared out three or four days 
before,” — I have not obſerved that Mr. Genet ever renewed his 
complaint with regard to any of theſe veſſels ; whence, I ſuppoſe, 
de was ſatisfied with the anſwer : as indeed he ought to have been. 
The two Engliſh veſſels that failed from Philadelphia, eſcaped 
eren the vigilance of the French conſul both had departed 
many days before he had been informed of them. This is ſtated 
dy the conſul himſelf, ir] his report of the 21ſt of June, 1993, to 
Mr, Genet. And yet the government is now charged by Mr, Adet 
with violating the treaty, becauſe it did not ſtop them !—Although 
the officers of the United States had been required to be watchful, 
and to report all illegal armaments in our ports, yet it was natural 
for the government to expect to derive information from the 
French confuls; who doubtleſs were by their own govern- 
ment to be particularly vigilant in regard to all attempts at ſuch 
amaments by the enemies of the republic. Mr. Adet remarks 
that « forme inhabitants of the United States had aided in theſe 
llegal armaments of the enemies of France :” and aſks, ©* what 
neaſures were taken againſt them?

I ſhall ſay but a few words on the ſubje& of the letters, of 
which Mr. Adet complained that they remained unanſwered, 
The firſt {of September 29th, 1795) contained thoſe reproachful 
inſinuations which were recited in my lettet of the 1ſt of Noven- 
ber laſt, Why were theſe introduced by him if they were not to 
be applied? An anſwer was draughted on the ſubje& of his 
letter, with animadverſions on thoſe infinuations.: but defiring to 
avoid irritations, the anſwer was not ſent. It was deemed of the 
leſs conſequence, ſeeing in my letter to Mr. Monroe of the 12th d 
September, 1795, the ſentiments and reaſonings of the govern- 
ment on that and other ſubjects relating io France had been fully 
expreſſed, to enable him to make immediate communications to 
the French government itſelf ; and it was hoped, that the inform- 
ation given in that letter, and in others written to him the pre- 
ceding ſummer, would have furniſhed materials (and that thele 
materials would have been timely uſed) for ſuch repreſentations u 
would have ſatisfied the French government, that the United 
States, in forming the treaty with Great Britain, had only exer- 
ciſed an indiſputable right: and neither by that treaty nor any 
other act had infringed a ſingle article of our treaties with France.

Mr. Adet's letters of March and April, 1796, I ſhall only add, 
that nothing was more notorious than that thoſe impreſſes had

Theſe articles are ſo explicit, it may ſeem ſtrange that a doubt 
ſhould ariſe concerning them; I preſume no doubt did atiſe: fot 
Mr, Adet, overlooking theſe proviſions of the treaty, demande 
that the government ſhould ſtop the exportation of horſes by the 
Britiſh, upon the principle that jt was a neutral duty required by 
the law of nations. An anſwer was given to his demande, in 
which the regulations of our treaty with France were particulath 
brought into view, as well as the rules of the law of nations. Mr, 
Adet, however, after ſome time, renewed his claims ; but agiis 
kept the treaty out of ſight. An anſwer was given to theſe t6 
newed claims; and we heard no more of the ſubject until the 
French privateers in the Weſt Indies began. to capture Apherican 
veſſels which had horſes on board. You will find among the docu« 
ments on this ſubje& the copy of a decree of the citizens Vida 
Hugues and Lebas, the ſpecial agents of the Executive Piretlog 
in the Windward Iſlands, condemning an American ve/el and her 
entire cargo, for having a ſmall number of horſes on board—nat 
bound to their enemy's, but to a neutral port. And the ſpecial 
agents ground their decree on the advice they received from Mr. dai 
under the date of 14th Meſſidor, being July ad, 170. Thi 
veſſel and cargo were thus condemned without the ſight of a ſing 
paper belvaging to her: the maſter had them in his pocket, ant 
would have brought them home, but ſor the recolleQion of th 
interpreter, ſome hours after the ſentence of condemnation ha 
been paſſed. Theſe citizens exerciſe indeed a very brief auth6 
rity. The proceſs in the caſe of a ſecond American. veſſel, which 
to complete her lading, had taken on board nineteen horles, bu 
which was alſo bound to a neutral port, was in this form; The 
captain having come. before one of the agents, he without 20 
previous examination or hearing, addreſſing himſelf to the captaily 
pronounced ſentence in theſe words“ I have confiſcated yout 
veſſel and cargo”—cloſing the ſentence with opprobrious language 

Mr. Adet, on the 18th of May laſt, revived his predecellori 
claim of right, by treaty, to ſell their prizes in our ports. IN 
. occaſioned the correſpondence on this ſubject, which you wik 
find among the documents collected on this occaſion, He com 
tents himſelf, however, with conſidering. it as a right grantch 
not poſitively, but by implication. That is, becauſe the trea 
forbids the enemies of France to ſell their prizes in our ports these 
fore it grants to her a right of ſelling her prizes: as if my friend? 
denial of a favour to my enemy, was in Fa s grant of the {amt 
favour to me.

IN the abſence of Mr. Skipwith, I will endeavour, at your 
t:ſire, io make you a ſuccinct general report of the preſent ſitua- 
ion of our commercial intereſts in this country, ip the belt manner 
at the ſhortneſs of the time will admit of ; 
Since ſeveral months, the Directory Executive has given evi- 
dent ſymptoms of diſpleaſure towards apr governmept, which has 
deen generally attributed to the treaty of commerce with Great 
Britain. In conſequence of which, orders have beep iſſued to 
teir cruiſers to viſit eyery neutral yeſſel going ip, or caming from 
n Engliſh port; But theſe orders are common to t Dani and Swee 
4% weſſels, as well as ts our au. Numbers of our yeſlels have 
been rought into the ports of Franc by virtue theſe orders; 
nd in a ſubſequent report I ſhall have the onour of ſubmitting 
0 you a nominative liſt of all af them, informing 1 of the fe- 
keral e ing each of them : ſeveral q Hem have 
deen already releaſed, ſome of the cargoes temporarily ſequeſ-

ves, by the ſubjects of his Majeſty, during the late war between 
pain and France, All theſe were acts of ſubſtantial juſtice, 
hich were neceſſarily approved by every upright mind. All the 
ther ſtipulations of the treaty between the United States and his 
atholic Majeſty, were wholly voluntary, and perfectly reci- 
rocal ; ſo that neither of the two contracting parties could ſay, 
at they had granted or received a favour.

I THINK it my duty to ſtate to your Grace, that I yeſterday 
received an expreſs from Il fracombe, mentioning that there were three * 
Db. Froch frigates off that place; that they had ſcuttled ſeveral merchant- 

men, and were attempting to deſtroy the ſhipping in the harbour. 
They begged that I would immediately order the North Devon regi- 
ment of volunteers, under my command, to march to their aſiſtance. 
In conſequence of this repreſentation, I ordered the men to get ready 
to march as ſoon as poſſible, 1 bave great ſatisfaQion in ſaying, that in 
four hours I found every officer and man that was ordered on the parade 
at Bideford (fifteen miles from home) ready and willing to march to 
any place they ſnould be commanded to go to. I cannot expreſs the ſa- 
tistaction I felt on ſeeing the men ſo willing to defend their king and 
country, at the ſame time as ſilent, orderly, and ſober, as might be 
expected at a morning parade of an old regiment. The greateſt ex- 
ertions were made by all deſcriptions of people to affiſt, and to render 
every ſervice in their power. As I was preparing to march, I received 
an account from Ilfracombe, that the French ſhips were gone from the 
aſt, and that tranquillity was again reſtored to the town.
